About fifty years ago, three such men began individual 
teaching ministries in Washington, D.C. These ministries 
were to become the basic foundation of the Washington 
Bible College. In 1921, Mr. Edward W. Collamore incor¬ 
porated his ministry of home Bible study courses into the 
American Home Bible Institute. Shortly after, in 1924, Dr. 
A. R. Kuldell founded the Bible Institute of Washington. 
Then, in 1930, Rev. C. W. Oyer began the Washington 
School of the Bible. 

A growing fellowship between these three organizations 
revealed a common vision. The desire to provide training 
for young people called to serve God led to the union of the 
three schools. The Washington School of the Bible and the 
American Home Bible Institute were first united in 1938 
under the name "Washington Bible Institute." In 1940, the 
Bible Institute of Washington joined the other two. Sixteen 
years later the name of the school was changed to Washing¬ 
ton Bible College.

Originally, classes were held in the Open Door Church. 
As the number of students increased , a need for more 
space developed. In addition, interest in a day college 
program was growing. God’s response to the need was two 
buildings at 1443-45 Rhode Island Ave. , N. W. in 1946, 
As the school grew, additional buildings were purchased, 
totaling five by 1968. 

In spite of these additions, space was still a problem. A 
lack of available property prompted a search for a new 
campus. The present campus in Lanham. Maryland was 
purchased in June 1969, and the new school year began at 
Lanham. Since then, WBC has expanded constantly. 

However, a college is more than just buildings. God 
continues to provide faithful men just as He has in the 
past. Many goals have already been achieved. Many 
more wait to be realized. But as we look forward, we 
must thank God for the past heritage of faithful men who 
have helped make WBC what it is today .

EXTENSION AND GRADUATE ACTIVITIES 







ADULT EDUCATION 


"Expanded heritage" might best describe the Adult 
Education Department of WBC. Two of the three threads 
woven into the fabric of WBC's foundation were evening 
adult education classes. Even after the merger of three 
Bible institutes from 1938-1940 to form the Washington 
Bible Institute, classes continued to be held in the eve¬ 
nings until 1947. Introduction of daytime classes did not 
hinder the evening program, and 1975 found WBG contin¬ 
uing to build upon a firm foundation in adult education, 
r Maintaining a current program of study for an expected 
enrollment of about 1,000 is a full-time job for Mr. 
Carlton Long, Director of Adult Education. The Evening 
School has grown to be the second largest evening school 
among Bible colleges and Bible institutes. At the begin¬ 
ning of the spring semester, 1976, extension schools were 
held at eighteen locations spread over six states: Mary¬ 
land, Virginia, West Virginia, Delaware, Pennsylvania, 
and North Carolina. The goal for 1976 is twenty-three 
extension schools by September. 

"Our aim is to strengthen each church in its testimony 
and ministry by helping to develop the members into 
mature Christians and effective workers," says Mr. 

Long. As the Adult Education Department works toward 
equipping Christians through systematic Bible study, its 
ultimate purpose of magnifying and glorifying God is 
accomplished. 





CORRESPONDENCE 



The Correspondence Department, under the 
direction of Mr. Fred Schuppe, has been active 
since its beginning in 1921. Then it was known as 
the ’' American Home Bible Institute. ’ * Although 
the name was dropped in 1938 after the merger 
with the Washington School of the Bible, the min¬ 
istry continued unabated. 

When a student completes one of the thirteen 
courses offered by the Department, the College 
awards a certificate. A Preliminary Teacher 
Training Certificate is given after a student fin¬ 
ishes the first six subjects. Many Christians are 
blessed through this outreach, and WBC shares in 
their growth in Christ. 
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BIBLE STUDY 




Tuesday brings an extra amount 
of activity to the WBC campus. 
Each week, 100 to 125 people 
gather in the chapel at eleven in 
the morning for a special Bible 
Class. President Miles has been 
teaching the class for thirty years. 
He is presently taking the students 
through the book of Genesis. 
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WOMEN'S AUXILIARY 



Faithful women have played an important part in 
supporting WBC. For twenty years the Women’s Auxil¬ 
iary has been a primary source of strength to the col¬ 
lege, These ladies faithfully pray for the school; its 
students, faculty, alumni, and its ministry. They aid 
the school financially and sponsor projects that benefit 
the college. Six such projects were taken on this year. 
Four refrigerators for the staff apartments, dishes and 
dishwasher racks for the kitchen, a public address sys¬ 
tem for the largest Linton classroom, and an IBM type¬ 
writer for the Mailing Department were all paid for by 
December. And the projects are continuing. 

The Lord has greatly used the Women’s Auxiliary in 
the work at WBC. For their prayers and promotion and 
their example, we are grateful.

This preparation inclu tes three main areas of 
involvement: Biblical studies, evangelism, and 
an internship program. 

Through Biblical studies, CBS students 
increase both their knowledge of God’s word and 
their ability to study it independently. One 
result of these studies is added authority in 
preaching and teaching. 

Since evangelism is considered an attitude 
and not just an action at CBS, there is an abid¬ 
ing concern for lost souls. Students and faculty 
alike are actively engaged in witnessing. Con¬ 
cern for missions is an added dimension of evan¬ 
gelism which finds expression in yearly pro¬ 
jects . 

The internship program at CBS is a valuable 
opportunity for the students. Everyone involved 
in the three-year study program is required to 
spend ten weeks in a specific local ministry. 

The usual response to this program is positive. 
Students become directly involved with people 
in the local church in a realistic way. Because 
of the variety of experiences, the students are 
better prepared for their own individual minis¬ 
try. 

This year CBS has seventy-three students. 
Growth has been steady over the years, and 
there is much cause for rejoicing. As plans pro¬ 
ceed for a separate CBS building, hopes are high 
that even more Christian men will choose CBS 
as their training ground for ministry.
